The methods are based upon the principals (1) 
that most women deliver themselves spontaneously (2) great clinical 
judgment is required if and when interference is indicated (3) if ob- 
stetrical manipulation is required it necessitates dexterity and opera- 
tive skill of a very high order.

Miniature radiography consists in photographing on 35 mm. film the image 
of the patient's chest produced on a fluorescent screen. It has the ad- 
vantage of rapidity and economy, and is particularly applicable to the 
examination of large blocks of the population for detecting abnormali- 
ties in the lungs and the beginning of tuberculosis even when there 
are no symptoms of illness. Miniature films are not sufficient evidence 
on which to base diagnosis but they serve to pick out those individuals 
who are in need of full clinical investigation.
